The present 'invention relates to a composition not only for anti— oxidation and anti— 
fibrosis but also for the improvement of livei* and kidney functions, comprising a water 
extract of Lindera obtusiloba, Hovenia dulcis or herbal mixture thereof as an active 
ingredient.

Dl states that the water extract of Hovenia dulcis has an ant i— oxidative activity. 

D2 states that the lower alcohol— insoluble extract of Hovenia dulcis has a 
hepatoprotective activity and is useful for preventing or treating the liver disease such as 
hepatitis or liver cirrhosis. 

Claims 2; 6, 10 and 14 relate to a composition not only for anti - oxidation *and anti— 
fibrosis but also for the improvement of liver and kidney functions, comprising a water 
extract of Lindera obtusiloba as an active ingredient. 

Claim 13 relates to a composition for improving kidney function, comprising a water 
extract of Hovenia dulcis as an active ingredient.

Claims 2, 6, 10, 13 and 14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because 
the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed composition having the above- 
mentioned pharmacological effects; 

On the other hand, claims 3, 4, 7, 8, 11, 12, 15 and 16 relate to a composition not only 
for anti— oxidation and anti—fibrosis but also for the improvement of liver and kidney 
functions, comprising a water extract of mixture of Lindera obtusiloba and Hovenia dulcis 
as an active ingredient. 

Even though the cited documents Dl and D2 are relevant to the present invention, they 
do not refer to an extract of Lindera obtusiloba. 

Moreover, the applicant has- supplied data showing that an extract of mixture of Lindera 
obtusiloba and Hovenia dulcis has an improved pharmacologicabeffect, compared with an 
extract of Hovenia dulcis. 

As a consequence, claims 2—4, 6 — 8 and 10—16 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 
33(2)-(4). 
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
